25 rntlee of the volcano, including Za- 
potlan, Zopotillc and Tuxnam, were 
hardest hit -Some of the dust reached 
Guadalajara, a hundred miles away. 


Guadalajara, Mexico, Jan. 23.—Thou- 


sands of people are fleeing from the 
villages and ranches in the vicinity, 
due to the eruption of the volcano of 
Colima. It ia believed that there has 
been soiy loss of life in the remoter 
settlements. 


Hundreds of refugees arrived in 


this city on a train composed of box 
cars which had been picked up on a 
siding. The fleeing people had found 
it necessary to hhovel away a quantity 
of volcanic sand before they were able 
to move tLe cars, and for many miles 
along the way here the train had to 
be stopped frequently to clear tlie 
track of debris. 


Little lava was ejected 
from the 


crater, which, however, emitted vast 
quantities of smoke and sand, while 
suffocating gases formed an unusual 
feature of the eruption. 


A gale was blowing from the north- 


west and this probably saved many of 
the inhabitants of the surrounding dis- 
tricts, as it caused the Hying sand 
and deadly gases to pass over their 
heads. 


At Zopotillc the station agent aban- 


doned his post in the night and re- 
ports that volcanic sand covered the 
tracks in places to a depth of several 
feet.

POINCARE IS ELECTED 


CHOSEN PRESIDENT OF FRANCE 


ON SECOND BALLOT. 


Challenges Clemenceau, but l« Ap- 


peased—Successful Candidate 


Receives 483 Votes. 


Versailles, France, Jan. 
20.—The 


national assembly, on the second bal- 
lot, elected Premier Raymond Poln- 
care president of the French republic 
here on Friday. M. Poincare received 
429 votes and Jules Pams 327 votes 
on the first ballot. 
Another ballot 


thus was rendered 
necessary, 
as 


neither candidate obtained an abso- 
lute majority of the total vote On 
the second test Poincare received 483 
and Pains 296, while Marie Edouard 
Vaillant had 69 Four hundred and 
thirty-five were necessary to a choice. 


Premier Poincare was insulted by 


former Premier George S. Clemenceau 
at the opening of the national 
con- 


gress for the election of a president. 
M Poincaro at once appointed Aris- 
tide Briand, minister of Justice, and 
L I. Klotz, minister of finance, to act 
as his seconds, and to arrange a duel. 


During the proceedings of the na- 


tional assembly Clemenceau made a 
satisfactory explanation to M. Briand 
and M. Klotz. The incident therefore 
is considered closed 


Senators and deputies of France ar- 


rived in small groups throughout the 
forenoon to take part in the election 


M. Poincare is a lawyer. 
He is also 


a prolific author and is a member of 
the French academy, which gives him 
rank as an "immortal " He made a 
great personal sacrifice vlien he be- 
came premier, for hs gave up a lu_ra- 
tive practive at the bar 
His elo- 


quence is noted in France, and' even 
Ins strongest political opponents ex- 
press confidence in the hones'.y of his 
purposes.

On 
the second test Poincare received 483 
and Pams 296, while Marie Edouard 
Vaillant had 69.

Premier Poincare was insulted by 


former Premier George S. Clemenceau 
at the .opening of the national 
con- 


gress for the election of a president- 
M. Poincare at once appointed Aris-

L. I. Klotz, minister of finance, to act 
as his seconds, and to arrange a duel. 


During the proceedings of the na- 


tional assembly Clemenceau made a 
satisfactory explanation to M. Briand 
and M. Klotz.

M. Poincare is a lawyer. He is also

Ballot, he can not be deprived of his 
seat In the legislature',

majority, of the people voting for him, 
t is^qulte a -responsibility for a cir- 
cuit judge "or anybody else to-say 
hat he shall not hold- tho office.

To Be Operatccl by Electricity. 
Powerful; electric locomotives will 


haul the shlppmgi.thru the locks of 
the Panama Canal. The locomotives 
;w.ill run on a raised track, beside the 
canal and will receive their electric 
energy from a hydro-electric plant 
being -built in connection with the Ga- 


dam. The gates of the mighty 


locks,; • weighing many tons,-- will .be 
opeo'ntid and closed by powerful elec 
trie motors in the "remarkable, time o 
one minute 'and forty-eight seconds 
The cjaiial .will be 'lighted by electrictj 
and-. electric j)ower will be used foi 
many other purposes in connection 
with the work. 
'-To supply the power .to operate the 
gates , and sluice valves in the locks 
and to iurni'sh current for the mpnstei 
electric ; locomotives which are to tow 
the. steaimships thru the locks, a great 
hydro-electric' station is b.elng erected 
e'ciuipped \vitli three large water tur- 
adjacent.to the spillway in Gatu'n-.dam 
bines and three 2000 kilowatt genera- 
tors, with suitable exciters and other 
auxiliaries.. ' 
There will be enough 


water fi-cm the storage in Lake Gatun 
to warrant the installation of 6000 
kilowatts, tho in_ the dry season it will 
be necessary to draw from the/storage. 
Altogether it is figured that for this 
electric work seven per cent of the 
minimum' water system of the canal 
will be repuired. 
A -part of th elec- 


tricity is to be used for lighting the 
line of -the canal, There will be con- 
crete lamp posts 1,00 feet apart thruout 
the entire length "of the lock wall. Al- 
together, 7000 lamps will be installed 
at the locks.

alds at Muzo occur in calclto veins 
running through black carboniferous 
limestone in all directions and at all 
angles.

ered with earth, in which bushes and 
trees are growing; this has 
to 
be 


cleared .before prospecting is possible. 
When calcite veins have been located, 
the side of 'the hill is dug away in 
"banks," usually by Indians, 
whoso 


chief tool is a steel.bar forged to a 
point at one end, The pieces of cal- 
cite vein are examined' superficially 
for emeralds, and are. then set aside 
for conveyance to the 
sorting-shed, 


where a detailed examination is made, 
and tbe emeralds arc divided into fif- 
teen grades according to color, trans- 
parency, size, freedom from flaws, and 
so on.

Grinding, CeMeteM Toll One Reason 


For the Movement 
Away 


From the Farm. 


Let me tell you briefly, the story of 


one woman. Fate, as if in mockery, 
decreed that her parents should call 
heir Flora, a name that suggests the 
beautiful life of a flower. From her 
earliest childhood her child mind was 
never free from responsibilities, 
for 


she was "little mother" to a brood of 
younger brothers and sisters. 
Her 


schooling just about enabled her to 
read and write laboriously. 


At IS she married the son of a 


neighboring farmer and they settled 
doirn on a part of her father-in-law's 
far.n. Her life was practically with- 
out social diversion, both before and 
after her marriage. It was just a bald 
hurried existence from day to day, 
without a thought outside humdrum 
interests, as repetitive and monoto- 
nous as the beat of the surf on a bar- 
ren rock.

Her husband was ambitious for gain

Judge Park Condudcn That the Cor- 


rupt Practices Act Is Vu- 


contitUuliond. 


Judge Byron B. Park handed down 


a decision lost week in the cane of the 
state exrel. Walter A. Watson agalnxt 
Don C. Hall, to the effect that the 
state law regarding corrupt practices 
in elections is unconstitutional. 


Hall and Watsont were rivals for 


the nomination for membership In 
the slate assembly and following Hall's 
nomination and election Watson Aled 
charges of breach of the corrupt prac- 
tices act In numerous particulars. 


Judge Park holds that the provision 


of the new law directing the circuit 
court to take testimony and certify 
its findings to this legislature is un- 
constitutional, and also holds that so 
long as Hall's name remained oh the 
ballot, he can not be deprived of his 
seat in the legislature. 


This decision of Judge Park Is in 


line with the decisions of other circuit 
judges in times past. When a man has 
run for office and been elected by a 
majority of the people voting for him, 
it is- quite a responsibility for a cir- 
cuit Judge or anybody else to say 
that he shall not hold the office. The 
ballot shows the will of the people, 
no matter whether the law is compiled 
with to the letter or not.

It is not generally known that the 


muskrat is the most important fur- 
bearing animal of North America. In 
one year alone (1010) 5,500,000 musk- 
rat skins were put upon the market, 
realizing to the trappers a sum ap- 
proximately $1.700,000. A large per- 
centage of the- muskrat catch is fur- 
nished by the tidewater region of 
Maryland, -f>elu,wure and Xew Jersey. 
In Dorchester county, Md., the marsh- 
es are usually leased to the trapper

that county some 250,000 skins are. 'at the locks, 
taken annually, says Harper's Weekly. ! 
X-ot only the fur of the muskrat is j 
used, but-the meat also, which linds

The finest emeralds are found 
In 


the Republic of Colombia, al the fa- 
mous Muzo mines in the department 
of Boyaca, seventy miles north by 
west of Bogota, which 
have 
been 


worked since 15.18. 
The Spaniards 


mined there in the middle of the six- 
teenth century, but withdrew 
after 


c» time, owing to 
continual 
fighting 


with the Indians; with the result that 
for awhile the locality of the mines 
was unknown. They are now worked 
by an English company, in partner- 
ship with the government. The emer- 
alds at Muzo occur in calclte veins 
running through black carboniferous 
limestone in all directions and at all 
angles. 
Often the limestone is cov- 


ered with earth, In which bushes and 
trees are growing; this has 
lo be 


cleared before prospecting Is possible. 
When calcite veins have been located. 
the side of 'thn hill is dug away tn 
"banks." usually by Indians, whoso 
chief too! is a ctcel bar forced lo a 
iiolnt at one end. The pieces of cal- 
cite vein are- examined superficially 
for emeralds, and are then set aside 
for conveyance lo the 
sorting-shed, 


where a detailed examination is made, 
and the emeralds are divided into fif- 
teen grades according tn color, trans- 
parency, size, freedom from Haws, and 
so on.

It seems, therefore, to ba 


the intention of the proponents of 
government ownership, to take anoth- 
er course, and to propose that the ex- 
press companies' business be taken 
over, and that they be paid a fair 
sum for what they give up, and (hat 
the stockholders shall be reimbursed 
for their investments. 


It seems likely that, if congress 


rlinll listen attentively to tho propos- 
al for the taking over of the express 
companies' business, dollar for dollar 
will be paid for all the valuable rights 
and properties that are received atter 
a properly constituted board has de- 
cided the matter 
It may be, and per- 


haps will be, that years will elapse be- 
fore the sentiment of congress will 
allow the government to enter into tne 
express business wholesale 
Perhaps 


the day of such a proceeding never 
will come, but the plans are laid to 
make the attempt and the proposal 
has perhaps as many friends as "p- 
ponents in the two houses of con 
gress as they are at present consti- 
tuted.

ed Building ?rom Falmouth 


Foreiide on HI* Vcaral. 


Boston.—Few houses have a more 


Interesting 
history 
than 
tho old 


Greenfield Pote house at Wolfe Neck, 
now owned and occupied by Evane C. 
Banks. 


The house was originally built at 


Falmouth Foreside by Capt. Greenfield 
Pote, a well-to-do mariner. Just when 
the house was built nobody knows, 
but it must have been fully 175 years 
ago, as in 3762 Captain Pote had been 
living at Falmouth Foreside for many 
years and was quite prominent in the' 
town. 


In 17C2 Captain Pote had brought 


the ship to his home port while he 
spent a few days with 
hitT family. 


When the date came for his depar- 
ture there was no wind and his sail- 
ing was delayed. 
For a wetk the 


ship lay becalmed and Captain. Pote 
began to get uneasy, as every day's 
delay In starting was 
costing 
him 


good money. 
Finally on Sunday a 


good sajHng breeze sprang up and 
Captain Pote summoned his crew and 
put to sea. 


He was gone for many weeks, but 


upon his return he was arrested by 
a constable and brought into court. 
The old Puritanical Sabbath laws for- 
bid mariners to leave port on 
the 


Sabbath, and during his absence one 
of his neighbors, who evidently had 
a grudge of sonic kind against the sea 
captain, had entered a protest against 
his wicked violation of the Lord's day. 


In court Captain Pote attempted to 


justify his action by the long delay 
that had beenVoccasloned by the calm, 
but the presiding justice would listen 
to no excuses and Imposed a largo 
fine upon the angry mariner. 


So angry did the captain become 


with the town and its inhabitants that 
he vowed that ho would 
leave 
it, 


never to return, and that he would 
take all his possesions with him. He 
straightway proceeded to tear down 
the house and loaded that and all his 
other possesions on board his vessel 
and 
transported 
the 
property 
to 


Wolf's neck, whore the b,o«se was set 
up in a sightly location overlooking 
tho sea. 
At that time Freeport was 


a part of the old town of North Yar- 
mouth. 


In locating his house 
on 
Wolf's 


Neck Captain Pote made one serious 
mistake. He failed to study the lay 
of the land sufficiently to determine

where the road would be laid out, and 
when a road was finally built it passed 
the back of the house, instead of the 
front. This necessitated changing the 
interior of the bouse, sufficiently to 
give a front door at the back of the 
house. 


Here on Wolf's Neck Captain Pote 


lived until his death, Sept. 29, 17!)". 
On the hill which rises a short dis- 
tance west of the house he was bur- 
ied. 
His gravestone shows that he 


was born in May, 1736, and that he 
married Jane Grant in 1758. 


He was the father of several chil- 


dren, to one of whom, William Pote. 
the property passed upon his death. 
Another son went to sea in the priva- 
teer Dash, which was built and fitted 
out by Freeport people. 
The priva- 


teer left Freeport just before a big 
storm and was never heard from aft- 
erward. As years went by the num- 
ber of graves in the cemetery increas- 
ed and finally the property passed out 
of the Pote family. 


In 1855 Samuel Banks of Saco mov- 


ed to Freeport and was so well pleas- 
ed with the location of the property 
that he purchased it. The property 
has since been in the Banks family, 
its present, owner, Evans C. Banks, 
being the son of Samuel. 


A feature of the house is the big 


cellar, the entrance to which is- on 
the south side of the house, just to 
one side of the front door.

The property 
has since been in the Banks family, 
its present owner, Evans C. Banks, 
being the son of Samuel.

the case are, explicitly, that the ac- 
cident was proximately caused by the 
intoxication of the deceased, but that 
this was not willful miscoaduct. In 
the memorandum attached-, to the 
award the commission invites an ap- 
peal from its decision of this ques- 
tion in these words:
